It states that the 
bureau has been costing too much money, that it is possible to reduce 
annual costs by eliminating 269 of 340 field offices in the system. In 
Ohio, this would mean the closing of the Akron-Canton office, plus Cin- 
cinnati, Columbus, Dayton, Mansfield, Toledo and Youngstown, ‘The Sky- 
Warn system would go out of business. Farmers and others would have to 
seek information from other sourses, which include fees! The Four Hur- 
ricane centers would be closed, consolidating into one main center.
